Italy. 

Tho Gorman war lias no sooner 
ended, ami Europe bus hardly pro- 
pared to Bottle down to u quiet iieuup- 
tuneo of tlio momentous ohaugoa that 
have boon brou. ht ubout, than all eyes 
are turned towards Italy where mueh 
discontent prevaiU in consequoneo o. 
the action of tho Govern men t in sur- 
rendering tho Trent territory to Aus* 
triflj alter a portion of it was in the 
possession ot tho Italian troops. The 
Government explain that they could 
not htwo prolonged tho t-trugglo without 
incurring the danger of a general l£u» 
ropo'in war, and that, having gained 
tho groat prize ot Venetia, they wore 
content to pause lor awhile. The 
po'iplo, not saiistied with this explana- 
tion, demand that tho Roman States, 
from tvUich the French troops will 
shortly bo withdrawn, shall bo an 
aoxed to tho Italian Kingdom. A 
lettor from Koine, in tho Paris Debats, 
paints a dark picture ot tho state ot 
affairs at tho Vatican. A feeling ot 
insecurity possesses tho Popo in con • 
Bequeneo of tho danger ;o which he 
is exposed of being stripped ol 
hid temporal power. This feeling is 
shared by tho people, and a general 
gloom porvades tho Eternal City as 
though Homo awful calamity, boyond 
tbo power of man to avort, wus about 
to visit it. Business suffers in 
consoquonco of this feeling; the 
monetary cr.sis is oppressive; pay- 
ments aro eft ctod with great dilli* 
culty; tho Hank paper is at a discount 
of 10 per coiit. tor Roman money, 
and 'M per cont. tor Fronobj bank- 
ruptcies aro trequent. Brigandage 
has changed its modus operandi. It 
has thrown oil' its political mask, and 
has dissolved itself into a number ot 
Bmall bands which act separately, and 
carry on thoir depredations at the 
vory gates of the Eternal Oily. The 
Bomuu Campagna is no more safe ; 
nobody ventures to go there. Hardly 
a day passes without the news of some 
kidnapping oll'ected in order to obtain 
a ransom. Tho brigand's occupation 
has become a branch of industry. 
Tbo proprietors ol country estates 
and tho farmers shut them%elvos up in 
their own housos, or take refuge in 
lionio; the iiomans no more leave 
their city, they do not daro to go 
into the country, nor even repair to 
tbo local festivities in the vicinity ot 
tbo town. This is indeed a gloomy 
Stato of affairs, and one that cannot 
continue long without a catastrophe. 
How soon the storm>cloud may burst, 
or how terrible may be the misery it 
Will ontail, it is dillicult to say; but 
lot it como sooner or later, it will find 
Homo a willing victim, ou the 
samo principle that we accept 
Union — that things cannot he much 
Worse than now under any system ol 
Government.

Washington Territory— A Coal Mine 
on Fire. 

Sbhomb, Oct 12th — Goafatir.lt wiib dis- 
covered on Friday late, bo woak, liowevur, 
ilmt bul tow wore able to detect it. On Sul* 
uriluy a oloso examination was instituted, 
and iu following the stink, it bucarno evident 
ibat a fire mast be in exiatonce in ono or 
more of the galleries long siuco worked out. 
<Y strong force being now at work, tho lire 
wus reached about midnight. A determined 
rilFort to draw tho firo by means ot long 
rakes, Boon proved fruitless, and un equally 
determined etlort was now mndc to wall the 
lire in by means ot a shed, with no boiler re- 
sult. Both efforts proved unsuccessful be- 
uause ol tho immense musses of black damp 
issuing from the burning; gallery, preventing 
.be workmen Irom upproucuing tho Dre near 
■Miougli lor |irop;r work. A minute cxamlna- 
t ion having been made, tho lire proved of bul 
small extent and making lillloor no progress. 
Hoao bus been ordered and will arrive during 
i he night. The Superintendent intends to 
attach this boce to the cine pump and by 
ineuna ol tho engine, force largo quantities 
ol water up the burning gallery utid cause 
the burning mass to extinguish, and ulso to 
work down to a point whore it can bo rcueh- 
ed by ivorkuiuu. Every one here is entirely 
confident that thid plan will bo successful. 



Europe. 

Chicago, October 10th — The Gable earned 
£40,0-18 in filly-five days. Tho tariff will 
Mt ob;il)ly be reduced to one-half the present 
rules al a very early moment. 

The Paris Patrie asserts ilmt the insurreo" 
liou iu Palermo, the revolt in Candia, the 
disturbances in the Ottoman Empire, the in- 
surrection in Greece, and the revival of the 
Juarists in Mexico, are tho results ol a vast 
plot formed in the belief that a general Ku 
ropean conflagration would bo iho result of 
the late German war. 

Advices Irom Athens say the Turkish Am- 
bassador had threatened to break oil rela 
Hons with Greece, and that his representa- 
tions were suspected by the French and 
British Ministers.

Union gains are : — Henry L. Uoke in 1 1 1 1 
District, und John Onvode in the 21st Dis- 
trict. Philadelphia footings give Geary 
50.212 , Clymer, 40,843. 

Cincinnati., Ociober 9th— In tliis county 
tho Union ticket has 3 000 majority ; Eggleo- 
lon (Union) beais Pendleton by 300, und 
Hayes (Union) is re-elected by over 20u0 
majority. Returns Irom the Stale (Ohio) 
show large Republican gains. The total 
majirity is not less than 40 000. Schenec- 
tady has 1500 majority ; Columbus, 1020. — 
The Republican Slate ticket has between 
5000 aod 0000 mujority. The Congressional 
delegation is unchanged, standing 17 Repub- 
licans and 2 Copperheads.

Items by Mail. 

A terrible accid nt occurred nt a lorgo 
cuh!e lair in Le Rhine, Franco. A, suddun 
pauic seized tho oxen brought there for sale, 
which, to the number ol 1 200, set off nt n 
lurious speed in the flamu direction, over- 
throwing everything in their way. At last 
'hay came to a wall and hedge inclosing a 
field, both of which were borne dowu by tho 
•uocIl, and the animals esouped into the 
country. As the ground on the outside of 
tbo fence- was about lour foot lowor ihan on 
ihe inside, tin: oxen full on each other, oarry- 
mg with Ibem sevun or eight persons who 
happened lo bo nour tho spot. At the foot 
ol the wall, two men were found crushed lo 
death, and lour uth rs severely injured, but 
only ono of them dangerously, Two oxen 
were also killed. Seven persons recoived 
hurls by being thrown dowu und trampled on. 

The Piior ol Rocca Massima, who was 12 
duys in the brigands' bauds, is now in Rome, 
and gives interesting accounts of his udven- 
uiro. He slnles that Ihe brigands who took 
nun, true in number, were nearly all dis- 
banded Bourbonio soldiois, commanded by 
an ex sergeant, who still retains that appella- 
tion among his comrades. Those worthies 
complained that they had boon vory ill- 
irealod, having been first encouraged to take 
io brigandage, and then abandoned tu their 
late in ihe mountains, with equal probability 
ol getting shot ou Ihe Italian or Pontificial 
side of the frontier. They said they had 
noiliing left lo do now but lo continue their 
present career, surrender being impractica- 
ble, "especially in my case," added tho Ser- 
geant with a sinister smile, "for I should have 
io answer lor twenty acts of homicide at the 
very fewest." 

In sixteen of the counties of England there 
are places where Iho inhabitants are exempt 
Irom serving on juries by prescription, or by 
some charter, grant or writ. Among these 
phcus are Axbridge, Berkhnmpstead, Bur- 
ton-upon-Trent, Bury St. Edmonds, Derby 
( excepl at the Assizes), Henley-on-Thames, 
Ipswich, Loweblolt, Nantwich, Richmond 
(Yorkshire I, Salisbury, Sutton, Colefiold, 
eight ol tun " hundreds" ol Sussex and VV y - 
mendlium. These exemptions sometimes 
cause much inconvenience. 

The Inverness Courier, a Scotch paper, 
has Ihe following : In 1854 a gentleman 
named Donald McLiod, a farmer, if wo mis- 
take not, I Obit a pocket book iu Portree, oon^ 
laining all his money, and being unwilling to 
meet his creditors penniless ho emigrated to 
the United Stales There, it appears, he has 
been successful in amassing a lortuue, und 
Having now. afier n lapse of twelve years, 
relumed to bis native land, he has given in- 
structions to puy with interest all eluiui3 
against him. 

A laborer in Anbagne, Franco, has just 
died of hydrophobia in Ihe asylum of St. 
Pierre at Marseilles. Both ho and his wifa 
were bitten ut the same time by a dog, but 
tho woman, more prudent than her husband, 
consented lo have Ihe wound cauterized im- 
mediately, and felt no ill effects f.om it. Tha 
man, who look no precautions, expired iu 
great agony. 

Sierra Leone was made, _in 1S08, a depot 
for negroes released Irom slave ships. It, 
LSI 1 Ihe population was -l 5C0, ol whom 
more than Jiall were liberated slaves. In 
183.'! lite population hail increased to 20.70-1; 
ami in 1 801 lo 41 000. The number of lib- 
erated slaves taken there between July, 1812, 
and January 1833, was 27,107. 

A movement is in progress in France to 
secure the abolition of Ihe punishment ol 
death. The question, which will shortly 
come up for consideration in tho French 
.Senate, is awakening great interest, and 
several leading Senators aro expected to 
speak in lavor of the abolition. 

A struugo illness, which had caused the 
death ot several people ol Norway, has been 
traced to oysters— largely eaten by all classes 
iu ibe country — which are Miid lo bu sufler- 
ing Irom a species ol oyster plague. 

Tho cultivation ot tea in India is a great 
Boccess. The government faolory turned 
out 16 125 pounds lasi season, of which 1,720 
pounds were purchased from native zouim- 
dars.

Air Burnaby proposed that the deiuonslra- 
tion tako the form cf a boll, ua it would ena- 
ble Mrs Kennedy and the Misses Kennedy to 
be present, which would no doubl ba gratify- 
ing to all. (Hear, hear.) Moreover, it writ, 
o moro econumical mode of enjoyment than 
a dinner; a great consideration in these hard 
times (hear); 

Mr Cochrane seconded the motion, be* 
lievirif; it a more sensible way ol enjoyineut 
to allow tho ladies to participate. All knew 
what after-dinner speeches wore, aud he 
thought it better to avoid thou (hear, bear).

ingly at half-past nine ou tho fatal evening 
they, with another, did go in cold blood to 
Iho cabin, whuro they know (hey should find 
him alone. Then and thero they murdere I 
him as ho slept, and put tho body into tho 
furnace, separating with the reflection, " It 
will novet be fouud out except somo of us 
splits." This, be it remembered, is the pris- 
oner's own account, and it uppeurB from it 
that tho only gain derived Imm tho munior 
was tho very wutoh which led to his detection' 
and which Grirne slatea waa pledged by the 
man who has sinoo died in prison in tho name 
ol ' Johu Walworth,' whereas it iB now known 
that that pledging was eflectod by hia own 
brother at his own requost. It was impossi- 
ble in fueo ol such facts that any jury could 
tail to find tho prisoner guilty of this most 
foul crime, and although his counsel, in the 
exercise of his office, may have been right in 
endeavoring to discredit the oonlession alto- 
gether as tho work of a diseased imagination 
it it ia to be believed at all, it is impossible 
to oscape tho conviction that ho was an ac- 
complice in tho fullest Benso of the word, aiid 
it woultl ho tho gravest possiblo injury to 
public justice that any such viow Bhould be 
taken ol similar circumstances as tint which 
was pressed on his behalf. Baron Martin, 
iudeed, disposed of it by instructing thu jury 
that be who goea out with others in u com- 
mon design lo perpetrate u niurdor and 
alterwards shares tbo spoil, is in all respects 
as guilty us tho actual perpetrators : and us 
to this particular case, he further said iu 
passing sentence that ho was ua ele:>rly con- 
vinced of his guilt as if ho had scon him com- 
mit tho act with bis own eyes. It is indeed 
impossible to read the evidence without com- 
ing to a similar conclusion, uud all tboso who 
nave the interests of puDlic justico at heart 
will congratulate tbemseivss that so curtuin u 
light bus ol length been thrown upon u 
crime which lor so long a period has remain-, 
ed unavenged by the arm of the law.

The H'igau Murder. 

[Loudon Momlug Pub 1, Aug 15| 
The trial which took place on Monday at 
Liverpool, strangely illustrates the old soy 
ing that "Murder will out." The crime 
which formed the subject of that trial bus 
t.lready attained a dreudlu! celebrity as "The 
VVigan murder," and tho manner iu which u 
bus been trucal home lurnisbes ono of - the 
most extraordinary instances on record of a 
chain ol circumstantial evidence arising from 
and hold together by app .rently tho most 
trivial foot. Had that evidence stood alone, 
il was oo strong thai its weight would bave 
been irresistible ; bul it was, as will be seen, 
accompanied by independent evidence ol 
auulbor kind on which no such doubt could 
be tbown as is auppcaod lo attach to the 
indirect testimony of lucls, and which leaves 
no doubt as to iDojllsliue of the decision lo 
which the jury came, A strange and nwf'nl 
interest has attached to tins murder, both on 
account of lh) cruelty displayed in iis com 
mission and of the apparent absence ol 
mouve fortakiug tho lite of such a person 
as the victim appears to have boon. . . .The 
circumstances of the murder aro shortly told 
James lijr:on was enployed with others to 
atlend to the working ol the engine used at 
the Halkhou-e ( olliery, near Wigun. On 
the night ol the 2nd of January, 18G3, lie 
went as usual lo take bis turn of work at Ihe 
engine, and was never more seen alive. The 
man who, tt placu it was to relievo him, 
when he came for that purposu at thiee 
o'clock in tho morning, found tbo cabin 
empty, and ibo fire there nearly out, while 
thu engine furuueet* were very low. Fuitbor 
examination sh-nved that a learful crime 
had been committed. Matks ol blood were 
traced on the walls of tho cabin; buitonH, 
sboo»buckleB, aud a buckler belonging lo the 
missing man were also discovered ; and, 
most horrible of all, human bones and pari of 
a skull were found partly consumed among 
thu ashes ol tho furnace. That was all that 
was absolutely known al the lime, and for 
long, not only was nothing briber discover- 
ed, hut no clue was ever obtained which 
appeared at all likely to luad to Ihe discovery 
of the perpetrators ol tho horrible deed which 
had undoubtedly been committed. Hut here 
anuin, as has bjeu so oft n tbo case ; the 
presa, by the great publicity it gave lo the 
detaili of ihe murder, came lo tho aid ol 
jnsti'ie ; and here again that fatality 
which seems so inevitably to follow 
the murderer and induce him lo make 
some one latal eiror bus done its work.— 
Thomas Grime, u lawless ohuructe , who 
lived at Chorloy, and who was actually 
working out a sentence for felony at Dart- 
moor when the accusation was made against 
liini, returned home at five o'clock on the 
morning following the murder, having then 
in bis possession a watch. This watch is 
proved beyond a doubt to have been thai 
which James Barton hud taken to work willi 
him on the previous evening, and ihuchnro s 
ihrougb which it had passed before it was 
finally regained, and produced as damning 
evidence against the murderer, aru strange 
and varied enough. Grime entrusted it to 
his brother .lames to pledge, and after twice 
losing the duplicate, gave it to him, provided 
he could succeed in gelling it out of pawn. 
This James did, and sold it to n mun named 
Akers, who appears lo have been in possca- 
bion of it up to tho time ol tho trial. Moan- 
lime, however, the local papers were full ol 
the murder. A coulossion, undo by one 
Walton, in which be Btaled that the watch 
had been thrown into a oanal, led to an inef- 
fectual search there lor it, and the publica- 
tion of an exact description of it, which 
Jauion Grime and his fuller read. Struck 
with the resemblance ol ihe watch described 
to that which had been brought homo by 
Thomas Grime, they conanltod together, and, 
no doubt, alter a bard stru^t-lo betweeu duty 
and affection, gave information to tho police 
which led to tho regaining of the watch uud 
ii h identification. The evidence against 
Grime was thus already of the most crushing 
naturo ; but il duos not stop here, lor, on be- 
ing charged with tho crime, ho made u sluto* 



A Great Jewel Swindle — All Paris is 
talking uboiilu story which resembles a good 
deal that ol iho Queen's; necklace. In iho 
month of February last, a jewuller in Paris, 
M. Cramer, received a loiter eealod with the 
Prussiau arms, and signed ''Comic do Schnfl- 
galsch,'' chamberlain of his Moj sty tho Ivitig 
ol Prussia ; in which bo was asked il tio 
wished to undertake the execution of some 
models, iu brilliants, ol an order which tho 
Queen intended to create. The jeweller 
immediately accepted, and somo days after- 
wards there arrived some drawings executed 
by the Queen herself. The jeweller set lo 
wurk forthwith, and in a few weeks after- 
wards be transmitted to Berlin a magnificent 
cross, surrounded with diamonds. He receiv- 
ed congratulations and an order for a dozen 
more diamond crosses, with a further prom- 
iso of an order for the crown ol the Priuoe of 
Qohouzollera, as sovereign of the Danublao 
Principalities. The jeweller wus Ihe happiest 
of men. His fortune was evidoully uiud U- 
|j u l when and how was ho lo forward the 
Drosses ? The count replied that ho was ju fi | 
then charged with a diplomatic mission, Bnf j 
that on a day named he would be at Cologne 
und would receive ihe decorations at u bank- 
er's iu that town. The jeweller sends th,. 
crosses to the house of Oppenbeim, q form-

The Queen of Prussia 
was delighted, and her chamberlain gives to 
llie jeweller anoih r order for crones, lo be 
ulso set in diamonds. But there was nothing 
said as to payment, and the jeweller, uneasy 
in mind, did at last what he should have 
lone at first. Ho called upon tho Prussian 
tmbassador at Paris, who inlormod him thai 
lie had b'.oo dealing with n knave, and that 
the letters were all forged. The jeweller, in 
consternation, sets out for Baden under the 
advice of the ambassudor, see? the Quo' n, 
and is assured by her that she is ao entire 
stranger to the whole story of the crosses. 
On his return to Paris, thu jeweller receives 
iitiother letter Irom the pretended count, who 
nsinuates this lime that ho n.Lht bim<ell 
tie decorated with the order of the Red Eagle. 
N'ow, however, the jeweller was on his guard 
The police were communicated with, and 
they managed to draw the lox into the trap. 
He is, it appears, a man of good family, 
whom a passion for gambling has ruined ; 
he is the son of an old general, and holds 
himself rank and title ut the Court of Prussia, 
&o. The police have scizeil at the hotel 
where be put up in Paris, all Ibo jeweller's 
letters, some diamonds detached from the 
crosses, with several visiting cards, having 
the name of the Count of Sehaligotsch on 
them together with a blank stamp bearing 
the arms of the Queen of Prussia. iV'C. Tins 
very curious nllair will soon be unravelled 
bolero tho tribunals, — Ports Letter.
